Inasnuich as this 
specification was rt)i'\\ai'ded lor W'lPO. b\ delniition. it meets ttie P(^ T requirements ut is 
not l\)r\\arded until it meets PC'V requirements.). Therefore, the objection \o the Abstract 
is respectlully tra\ersed and reconsideration thereof is respecttully requested. 

Notw ilhstanding the abo\ e, applicant has included a retxped Abstract on a 
separate sheet.

Notwithstanding! the abo\e, applicant has amended claims 2 and 3 to specificall> 
recile thai each of the compi>und lenses has an aperture stop. 

The l-Avimmer's indication of alhnxance ol' claims 1 and 4- 14 aiul ihe indication o[ 
allowable subject matter in chums 2 and 3 is \er_\ much ap[^reciated. 
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Hax ing responded lo all ohjeclions and rejections set forth in the outstanding 
OtTieial Action, it is suhmiltod that claims 1-14 are in conditii>n tor alKn\ance and notice 
to that elTect is respecllull) stiliciied.
